Our fondest hopes were exceed 
ed when the Honorable Frank F. 
Merriam, Governor of California, 
signed the Chain-store Tax Bill, 
passed overwhelmingly in the Le- 
gislature and it became a law.

store question is not. a matter of 


relative prices — or even the fact 
that these so-called prices have 
been established by a system of 
secret rebates and bludgeoning on 
the part of the chain-stores that 
would make the history of Rail- 
road Rebates, thirty years ago, 
look like a Sunday School text. 
No, the issue of the chain-store 
ig the issue of Concentrated 
Wealth. Barbara Woolsworth Hut- 
ton buys her princes by the doz- 
‘en and throws them away as she 
likes, because of the countless 
hours of back-breaking toil at un- 
livable wages, on the part of the 
sales girls in the five-and-ten; and 


the fact that our Congressmen 
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have been so anxious, in years 
past, to vote the way Big Business 
(holding companies, mergers, and 
so forth) wanted them to vote. 
Now, it’s all right for Barbara to 
be independent, of course. Her 
grandaddy worked hard enough 
to justify that—but a small part 
of the 40 millions could have beén 
directed by governmental laws in- 
to channels where it wonld have 
done a lot more good.

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IHR PROGRESS OF POINT RICHMOND 
By Katherine McCracken ‘ 


The indentation on our Western front known locally as Kozy 
Kove has quite a historical significance in ‘the story of Point 
Richmond. 


Here, as related by the oldest inhabitants of this vicinity, was 


an immense fresh water, spring where ships which sailed around 

‘the Horn from all parts of the world anchored to obtain a supply 
of fresh water for the return voyage; and here as eary as 1902 
were built rough bath houses and after a swim in the salt water 
of the bay, they could take a dip im the spring, which was about 
ten by ten feet in dimensions and twenty feet deep. 


Along the bay shore is a thoroughfare now known as Western 
Drive, but first was known as El Camino; Real, when. California 


was a Spanish possession, and along this foute the Padres wend- 
ed their way along the sde of the hills, following the line of 
least resistance, and they probably followed an Indian trail, and 
stopping at the spring for a drink, and filling their water bot- 
tles as they journeyed on to Vallejo and the missions to the 
north. Too much honor cannot be tendered the Holy Fathers for 
their pioneering in this and other states, even though we are not 
of the Roman Catholic faith. 


After the Stars and Stripes were hoisted at Monterey and he 
land was ceded to the United States, and California divided into 
counties, this route was known as the County Road and extended 
down over the hil, now called Washington Avenue, thence over 
the street leading to the Santa Fe Yards and on to San Pablo 
and Vallejo. : 


In 1902 a corporation know nas the Bay Shore Company pur- 


chased and surveyed the plot of land lying between Marine View 
(now called Crest) Avenue and the Bay of San Francisco; and 
in 1904, B. E. Loomis, an executive of that company, improved 
the grounds and planted the Eucalyptus trees which now tower 
above the bay and pinting to the sky at least a 150 feet, dom- 
inating the surrounding landscape. ;

writer for the Post-Enquirer. We have just learned that the Edi- 
tor and Publisher of that daily has purchased a site to the west 
of the trees for a week end cottage; also that Prof. Dondo of the 
University of California to the east for a new home.
